Here, for the first time. will be shown 
thousands of products and devices, such as fire- 
resistive roofing, metal doors, windows, sprinkler sys­ 
tems, fire extinguishers, safes, electrical goods, etc., 
which are listed and labeled by underwriters labora­ 
tories. Only those products which have passed the 
rigid tests of this non-commercial, non-prontmaking 
and public service institution will be eligible for dis­ 
play at the exposition. 
The exposition will be participated in by many im­ 
portant organizations and will visualize to the public 
what is meant by an average fire loss of a thousand 
dollars per minute throughout the year. It will abow 
that at least 80 per cent of this destruction is totally 
unnecessary, that it constitutes a terrible drain on 
the resources of the nation, that it costs the life of 
one person for every thirty-five minutes in the coun­ 
try, according to statements made after invest iv at ion 
by a federal bureau.

W ith the retu rn of the A m erican com m issioners 
from Mexico bearing tho agreem ent reached with 
the Mexican conferees the presum ption is strong 
th at it will be acceptable to the P resident and his 
cabinet. 
Recognition of the neighboring republic 
has hinged largely on the attitu d e of the Obregon 
adm inistration tow ard A rticle XXVII, of the Mexi­ 
can constitution, which places unusual lim itations 
upon the rights of private property in Mexico con­ 
sonant w ith those accorded M exicans in the U nit­ 
ed States. 
By a happy com prom ise the article in 
question is held not retroactive so th at oil lands, 
agricultural and

A m ericans prior to May I, 1917, will be exem pt 
from

which,

confiscation. 
T his stum bling block overcom e, the 
agreem ent fu rth er provides for th e paym ent In 
cash by Mexico for lands illegally seized—or th eir 
restitution—la the several states by virtue of the

It has 
been feared by A m ericans having large in terests 
in Mexico th a t the Intent of the much-mooted Ar­ 
ticle XXVII w as to exclude fo re 'jn e rs, but the 
contrary desire has been expressed by President 
Obregon who is on record as inviting foreign cap­ 
ital—and colonists—to help develop the republic 
and ald in Its restoration. 
Of course, the mere 
recognition of Mexico by the U nited S tates, fol­ 
lowed, 
ui doubtedly, 
by 
other 
nations, 
will 
not 
assure prosperity to the republic lying teyond the 
Rio Grande, but it will have a tendency to en­ 
courage investm ents there and induce settlers to 
take advantage of the opportunities for exploita­ 
tion of Mexico's rich natural resources.

the southern republic interprets not only A rticle 
XXVII but other articles In controversy which, if 
enforced too literally, will discourage— rath e r than 
the reverse— capital from helping to place Mexico 
on a firm econom ic foundation.

Air Mail Becomes Reality 
8an Francisco Journal. ------ 
Jules V erne’s fam ous story, “Round the W orld 
In Eighty D ays,” Is now com pletely out of date. 
W hen first published it was alm ost ahead of the 
calendar. 
But now we 
are living on 
a faster 
scale. 
A fter various experim ents the 
effort 
to 
establish an a ir m ail service betw een New York 
and San Francisco has been crow ned w ith success. 
N ew spapers printed in New York Tuesday m orn­ 
ing have been read in 
San Francisco 
Thursday 
morning. 
The journey w estw ard on the second 
trial was made in tw enty-nine hours and forty-four 
m inutes. 
This early experim ent m erely serves to 
show w hat can be done. The actual establishm ent 
of regular service will be a m atter to 
be deter­ 
mined by the resu lts of trial. 
It would not be 
feasible a t first to carry more than a fraction of 
the mail in th at way, and in order to m ake the 
service self-supporting a special rate of postage 
and a preferred classification would have to be 
adopted. 
W hether this will be done or not will naturally 
depend upon the dem and for th e service. 
The 
Post Office D epartm ent probably will not require 
th at the line be self-supporting, but th ere would bo 
a lim it upon the loss It would be willing to assum e 
for the sake of faster service. 
T hat loss is one of 
the 
legitim ate 
expenses 
for 
the 
prom otion 
of 
science. 
Long distance letter m all is carried a t « 
loss at the two-cent rate, as is also long distance 
periodical mail a t the second-class rate. 
The profit 
made on the short haul m atter of the sam e classes 
helps to equalize this loss, but as a m atter of 
policy the governm ent does not aim to m ake 
profit on the transportation of mail.
